Nicholas said the bail will be sold 
for 50 cents a package, one package 
being enough for the average infesta- 
tion. For hcav-y infestation, two or 
three packages are recommended. 

Each Farm Bureau mcmbor will re- 
ceive a letter and a card on which 
to place the number of packages of 
bait wanted and where to leave it. 
Antioch Township High school will 
be one of the distribution places. 

Persons not members of the Farm 
Bureau and who will not receive a 
letter arc advised to place orders 
with the Farm Bureau and designate 
which distribution point the bait Is 
to be left.

Examinations to qualify steno- 
graphers and typists for permanent 
government positions are to be held 
in the near future, it was announced 
today by Joseph A. Connor, regional 
director for the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission. 

Application from those who vvish 
to take the examinations will he re- 
ceived at the regional office of the 
Commission, 43.*^ W. Van Burcn St., 
Chicago 7. III. The period to file ap- 
plications will be from October 10 to 
November 7, inclusive. 

"Most of the positions to be filled 
are with government agencies locat- 
ed in Chicago and Detroit." Connor 
stated. "From 800 to 1,000 will be 
needed by the Veterans Administra- 
tion and a similar number by the 
Railroad Retirement Board in Chi- 
cago before the first of the year. 
Other agencies are also calling for 
more stenographers help." 

He called attention to the fact 'hat 
salaries were raised last July. There 
are four salary grades to he filled 
from these examinations. The tests 
for all four will bo the same. The 
grades range from $1,756 to 32,394 a 
year, but most vacancies will be fill- 
ed at an annual salary' of $1,954. Sal- 
aries arc increased automatically 
each year for satisfactory service. 
The work-week is five days and there 
are 26 days of vacation with pay each 
year. Time and a half is paid for 
overtime. 

"Interested stenographers and typ- 
ists should be advised," Connor said, 
"that this probably will be the last 
opportunity for some time to apply 
for federal employment."

■'If you pay more than legal price 
for a new home, you will have to 
pay a part of the overcharge out of 
each pay check for years to come," 
he warned. 

Nicholson made these definite 
points: 

The seller or owner who rents 
must — 

1. The "Held For Veteran" plac- 
ards, properly filled out must be 
posted as required. 

2. He must charge no more than 
the ceiling sales price or ceilin^; rent 
established under the program. 

3. He must publicy offer the house 
for sale or rent to veterans only for 
the specified periods of time. 

4. lie must build substantially the 
she and type of house authori/.cd by 
FHA. 

5. He must report sale {%t resale) 
of property in duplicate to the OP.-V 
area rent office on a form which is 
provided. 

6. If he rents the unit, he must 
register the ceiling rental set by FHA 
with the 0P.\ area rent ofice within 
30 days after first renting. 

What the OPA Rent Department 
will— 

1. The 0P.\ area rent office will 
the same manner as it has been en-

2. The OPA area rent office will 
check up on compliance, hold com- 
pliance conferences and help get re* 
funds in cases where purchasers or 
renters of dwellings built under the 
program have paid over ceiling 
prices.

GI's May Use Terminal 
Leave Bonds to Pay For 
NS Insurance Premium 



A simplified procedure has been 
set for use of the veteran's terminal 
leave bonds for payment of premiums 
on all forms of National Sen'iec life 
insurance, Homer G. Bradney, Ad- 
ministrator of the Illinois Veterans 
commission, announced today. 

To pay GI insurance premiums 
with the bonds, Bradney said, it is 
only necessary for the veteran to 
endorse the back of the bond and for- 
ward it to the Collections Division 
of the Veterans Administration in tho 
same manner as paying insurance 
premiums in cash. 

Veterans who have not applied 
for their terminal leave pay may 
contact Louis E. Williams Service 
Officer for the Commission at Ameri- 
can Legion Home, Waukegan, III., 
for assistance In making the appUca* 
tlon. Deadline for applying for ter- 
minal leave >pay is Sept. 1, 1947. 
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Only One Solution 

Increases in wages, payroll taxes and prices of 
walcrials since 1039 have added more than $2,000,000 
a year to railroad operating costs — while freight and 
passenger increases in the same period have added 
less than $4^0,000,000 a year to railroad revenues, Dr. 
J..H.,P^melee, Director of tliQ, Bureau of Railway Econ- 
omics, Testified before the iritcfstate Comracrce^Com- 
Tnisstoa on the railroads' application for increi^d 
freight rates and retention of present passcnser iai^s. 

Althouah this year's rail traffic is expected to 
reach a peacetime record, he continued, the rise in 
wages, prices and other operalinii costs has been so 
great that the result of the year's operations will be 
a net loss. 

Dr. Parmetee bused his statement on detailed 
reports for the first five months of the year, prelimi- 
xiar>' figures for Juiu-, and estimates for the remainder 
of 194C. In the first five months, revenues declined by 
more than 23 per cent, as compared with the same 
(period last year, while operating expenses actually in- 
creased. The net result, even with reduced Federal 
tax payments, was a downward swing of S31T.0O0.000 in 
net income for the five months. This decline is expectetl 
to continue through the balance of 194C and 1947. And. 
in making his estimates. Dr. Parmelee took into con- 
sideration recently authorized freight rate increases 
which became effective July I. The added revenue from 
this source will be about 5322.000,000 a year— and that 
will be largely ab.sorbed in meeting the additional 24 
cents an hour wage increase which began May 22. and 
the increasing cost of materials and supplies. 

What this all adds up to is that the railroads, 
like all other business, must charge more for their 
vital ser\'ice if they are to survive. It is an important 
fact that commotlilies moving by rail could take an 
increase of 25 per cent in freight rates without being 
called upon to pay any greater proportion of their 
value in freight charges than in 1!>41. We cannot in- 
crease the wages of railroad workor.> and the prices 
of the supplies the railroads must have, by enormous 
percentages, and exjx'ct the lines to continue to 



operate with rates at or near the pre-war level. We 
cannot expect the lines to meet increased costs out of 
reserves built up for replacing old equipment which 
could not be purchiOscd in war time — It that were 
done, the physical collapse of the railroad plant would 
be the eventual result. The only solution is increased 
rates, based on the cold and incontrovcrslal statistics,
